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PREFACE. 


The  New  Town  Dispensary  being  supported  solely  by  the 
benevolence  of  private  individuals,  it  becomes  the  duty, 
and  has  always  been  the  aim,  of  its  Medical  Officers,  to 
practise  the  utmost  economy,  consistent  with  the  double 
purpose,  of  affording  efficient  Medical  assistance  to  an 
immense  number  of  individuals,  whose  poverty  precludes 
their  obtaining  it  otherwise  than  gratuitously,  and  of 
allowing  to  Students  under  their  guidance,  extensive  op¬ 
portunities  of  acquiring  valuable  professional  knowledge  ; 
economy  has  been  their  object,  more  especially  in  the 
Apothecary’s  department,  in  which  the  largest  expendi¬ 
ture  is  necessarily  incurred. 

To  enable  their  Pupils  to  comply  with  their  economical 
views,  to  give  them  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  Medi¬ 
cines  they  have  at  command,  and  to  save  the  loss  of  time, 
often  of  the  utmost  consequence  to  the  patient,  which  must  be 
incurred  by  ordering  Aledicines  that  are  not  readily  obtained, 
are  the  objects  held  in  view  in  publishing  the  following 
Catalogue,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  found  sufficiently 
ample  and  varied  for  all  ordinary  occurrences.

REGULATIONS 


OF 

THE  NEW  TOWN  DISPENSARY 

EEGABDING  THE  ATTENDANCE  OF  PUPILS. 


Firsts  Each  Medical  Officer  may  have  Two  Pupils,  who  must 
have  previously  attended  Medical  Classes  for  two  Winter 
Sessions. 

Second^  Applications  for  the  situation  of  Pupil  are  to  be  made 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Officers,  to  whom  the  Fees  are 
paid. 

Third,  Each  Pupil  shall  pay  to  the  funds  of  the  Dispensary 
Two  Pounds,  Four  Shillings,  for  Three  Months,  or  Three 
Pounds,  Five  Shillings,  for  Six  Months  attendance.  He  will 
receive  from  the  Secretary,  along  with  his  ticket  of  admission, 
a  ruled  book  for  registering  his  Patients,  and  a  printed  List  of 
the  Medicines  used  at  the  Dispensary. 
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REGULATIONS. 


Fourth^  The  duties  of  the  Pupils  shall  be — to  attend  punctual¬ 
ly  at  the  Dispensary  on  the  same  days  with  the  Medical  Officer 
to  whom  they  are  attached ;  to  assist  him  in  registering  the 
Patients  ;  to  visit  at  their  own  houses,  and  prescribe  for  such 
Patients  as  he  may  direct ;  and  to  perform  the  dressings  and 
lesser  operations  when  required. 

Fifths  The  prescriptions  of  Pupils  must  be  made  with  a  strict 
regard  to  economy ;  and  when  written  on  the  usual  papers 
issued  at  the  Dispensary,  must  have  the  date  and  the  initials  of 
the  Pupil  annexed.  When  written  on  a  piece  of  blank  paper, 
they  must  have  the  letters  “N.  T.  D.”  at  top,  and  the  date  and 
full  signature  of  the  Pupil  below ;  together  with  the  name,  address, 
and  disease  of  the  Patient. 

Sixths  All  orders  for  Leeches  must  be  countersigned  by  the 
Medical  Officer  to  whom  the  Pupil  is  attached. 

Seventh^  Pupils  will  also  be  received  for  the  Midwifery  depart¬ 
ment,  on  similar  terms,  provided  they  satisfy  the  IMedical  Officers 
superintending  that  branch  of  their  competency  to  engage  in  it. 

Eighth.,  Certificates  of  attendance  will  be  given  to  such  Pupils 
as  require  them,  but  not  for  any  period  less  than  three  months.

the  Institution.  They  have  likewise  the  privilege  of  per¬ 
forming  the  Minor  Operations  in  Surgery,  and  attending 
the  Regular  Examinations,  with  the  use  of  Specimens. 

Attendance  at  this  Dispensary  qualifies  for  passing  all 
the  Public  Boards.
